ego county has 300 acres planted to 
lettuce, of which 250 are at Ocean Side 
and 50 at San Diego. In addition there 
are probably 50 acres more which will | 
nat be shipped but used locally, it is 
said, Orange county has over 150 acres 
9f lettuce altogether, scattered pretty 
well over the county in small lots. Los 
Angeles country has about 1,200 acres 
in the San Fernando valley and it is 
estimated there are at least 1,600 acres 
in the territory between Compton and 
Sawtelle and about 200 more scattered 
over the county, but mostly in the San 
Gabriel district. Ventura county 
planted about 1,000 acres which, on 
account of unfavorable weather and | 
other growing conditions probably will 
not yield over 650 or 700 acres accord- | 
ing to latest estimates. Even this re- 
duced acreage will show more lettuce 
than was produced in Ventura county 
last year. In the Guadeloupe district 
a similar condition prevails in that 
about 1,500 acres were planted but 
latest reports indicate that not over 
1.200 acres will be cut. In addition, 
there are about 100 acres in San Joa- 
quin, 850 acres in Sacramento and 100 
acres of lettuce in Yolo county.

The dry bed of Buena Vista lake, 
about twenty-five miles southwest of 


| Bakersfield, was the scene of a crop 


of milo maize which produced 100,000 
sacks and was harvested and in the 
warehouse by December first. The 
crop was grown on 4,000 acres and its 
value was more than a quarter of a 
million dollars. Harvesting of the 
great crop was commenced October 
20th and a novel feature was the em- 
ployment of combined harvesters in 
the work. Eleven harvesters were re- 
quired and these were specially con- 
structed for handling the corn. Spe- 
cial machines harvested and sacked 
the crop at the same time, doing away 
with the old style hand picking fol- 
lowed by double handling in threshing. 
Another profitable crop this season 
on the big ranch was Sudan grass. 
From 100 acres harvested for seed, 
2.200 bags of the grain were produced. 
This is worth fifteen cents a pound or 
around $300 a ton. About 700 acres 
of the Sudan grass was cut for hay, 
producing about two tons to the acre, 
and will be used for stock cattle feed 
on the ranch.
